MILITARY 
CLOSES ALL 
LAW OFFICES 

NEWTON, Iowa. i.P)—National 
guard troops restored peace and 
order in the strike-torn Maytag 
factory area today after 20 min¬ 
utes of free-for-all street fighting 
in which more than 20 persons 
were beaten or knocked down. 

One man was taken to a hos¬ 
pital and several required medical 
attention at doctors’ offices. 

Meanwhile a military commis¬ 
sion closed all civil law offices and 
reopened them under military or¬ 
der, with officials acting at the 
direction of the military authori¬ 
ties. 

CAUSE UNKNOWN 

A national labor relations board 
hearing into charges against the 
Maytag company, scheduled for 
late today, was postponed. 

Just what started the trouble 
wa.s not determined, but like a 
flash, witnesses .said, street fight¬ 
ing broke out over a wide area 
around the plant. 

Some witnesses said they heard 
women shouting”get the scab" as 
the fighting began. Suddenly men 
were being knocked down right 
and left. Groans came from the 
brui.sed. Splashes of blood could 
be seen as victims of attacks 
nursed cuts and bumps. 

Police were powerless to cope 
with the fighters. 

GUARD A(,TS QUICKLY 

The fighting broke out while 250 
national guardsmen, who were or¬ 
dered to the scene early today to 
pre.serve order, were eating break¬ 
fast. Ru.shed into the strike zone, 
the guardsmen restored order in 
about 20 n^inutes. 

Meantime the Maytag factory, 
which had been operating with a 
skeleton crew of back-to-work ad¬ 
vocates for two days, was closed. 
Maj. Gen. Matt A. Tinley, com¬ 
manding officer of the national 
guard units on the scene, .said he 
“could not say” whether the plant 
would be kept closed, hut added 
that at present guarclsmen were 
admitting only officials and office 
workers to the plant. 

One man was reported stabbed, 
and a special deputy sheriff was 
reported badly beaten and his gun 
taken away. 

WOMEN IN CROWD 

The outbreak was the most seri¬ 
ous in the labor controversy that 
began May 9 when CIO union em¬ 
ployes of the Maytag company 
walked out in protest to a 10 per 
rent wage cut ami held the plant 
in a sit-down for 10 days. 

Women were among the crowd 
of about 450 persons who shouted 
“Get that scab. Get that scab,” 
as the fighting broke out. 

National guardsmen rolled into 
Newton following a proclamation 
issued la.st night by Gov. Nelson G. 
Kra.schel. Adjt. Gen. Charles 
Grahl mobilized a battalion of 250 
guardsmen at Dos Moines, includ¬ 
ing a medical detachment, an arm¬ 
ored car detachment and a head¬ 
quarters troop, for duty here. 


DUBLIN. (JP) — Ireland’s new 
president honored America’s new 
aviation hero today by receiving 
him in Dublin’s imposing presi¬ 
dential palace. 

Spick and span In new clothes, 
Douglas G. Corrigan drove from 
the United States legation to the 
palace. There the 78-year-old 
President Yiouglas Hyde and the 
young Californian animatedly dis¬ 
cussed the latter’s amazing flight 
from New York to Dublin. 

Yesterday New York - bom 
Prime Minister Eamon de Valera 
congratulated Corrigan on his ex¬ 
ploit. 

Earlier in the day Corrigan cut 
loose in a big Dublin clothing 
store. He bought two suits of 
.sober hue and a bright sport coat 
and flannel trousers in preparation 
for his return—by steamer—to the 
United States. 

Corrigan’s latest Idea is to fly 
around the Eiffel tower in Paris. 

He probably won’t because he 
has to be getting home before 
long, and the United States gov¬ 
ernment has suspended his ex¬ 
perimental license. 

Here’s how the situation shaped 
up today for the 31-year-old Cali¬ 
fornian, aviator extraordinary and 
master of understaicment who 
still insists a compass error took 
him across the Atlantic instead 
of to California: 

He’d like to “go places,” Lon¬ 
don first and then Paris if it 
weren’t for the feeling he should 
go home. 

“I should like to fly around the 
Eiffel tower. Then I would have 
something to talk about.” 


BLAST KILLS 
10 IN TUNNEL 

BALTIMORE. (A*)—A prema¬ 
ture explosion of 450 pounds of dy¬ 
namite killed 10 of a crew of 18 
workmen blasting a water tunnel 
through solid rock 200 feet below 
the surface near the city pump¬ 
ing station today. 

Seven men were killed outright 
as the burst of rock rolled through 
the tunnel. Three of the 11 
brought to the surface alive died 
in hospitals. Only four escaped 
injury. 

Officials of the construction 
company said the blast must have 
been set off by accident while 
the men were tamping down the 
huge charge of explosive. The 
dead were all Baltimore negroes. 

Construction of the seven-mile 
water tunnel between the lake 
Montebello filtration plant and the 
Gunpowder river was begun in 
1937 by the J. F. Shea company 
of Los Angeles, to provide an ad¬ 
ditional subterranean viaduct to 
supplement the Baltimore city 
water supply.

PICK-A-BACK 
FLIERS HOPE 
FOR RECORD 

FOYNES, Ireland. (JP) — The 
Mercury, speedy upper unit of 
Britain’s unique pick-a-back air¬ 
plane, took off from the back of 
her mother ship, the Maia, at 8 
p. m. (2 p. m. E. S. T.) tonight 
for an attempt to fly the Atlan¬ 
tic. 

The Mercury, headed for Bot- 
wood, Newfoundland, after accom¬ 
plishing the parting In midair 
above Foynes. 

The Maia, big flying boat with 
the smaller Mercury perched on 
her back, roared away from the 
starting point on the river Shan¬ 
non as a large crowd cheered. 

At a height of about 1000 feet 
the pilot spoke laconically over 
the connecting telephone, the re¬ 
lease apparatus was worked and 
the Mercury sped westward 
alone. After Botwood she is ex¬ 
pected to fly to Montreal and New 
York. She carried half a ton of I 
freight. j 

Major Robert Mayo, inventor of I 
the composite cart, watched the j 
take-off. 

Imperial Airways, operators of | 
the pick-a-back craft, hoped the 
Mercury would reach Botwood in 
11 hours and set a record for a 
westward Atlanic crossing. 

At the Mercury’s controls was 
28-year-old Donald C. T. Bennett. 

Capt. A. S. Wilcockson, pilot¬ 
ing the Maia, glided his big ele¬ 
vator ship back to its berth on 
the Shannon when her task was 
done. 

Much of the Mercury’s cargo i 
consisted of photographs, news 
reels, and newspapers rushed to 
Foynes after the arrival in Paris 
of King George and Queen Eliza¬ 
beth on their visit of state. 

Plans called for the Mercury 
to return to Foynes by the south¬ 
ern route, by way of the Azores, 
Lisbon, Southampton. 

14 Consecutive

Mrs. Colombos 
was an expectant mother.

347 witnesses.

DEMOCRACIES 
STAND UNITED 

PARIS. (A*)—France and Great 
Britain today made King George’s 
state visit the occtision for noti¬ 
fying Germany and Italy that at¬ 
tempts to split apart the western 
European uemocracies were 
doomed to failure. 

Following speeches of The 
British sovereign and President 
Albert Lebrun last night in which 
they affirmed the solids-i:;’ of the 
two democracies, their ministers 
issued a communique after a long 
conference this afternoon re-af- 
firming “complete harmony of 
their views” on international prob¬ 
lems. 

The communique, drafted by 
Premier Edouard Daladier, French 
foreign minister Georges Bonnet 
and British Foreign Secretary Vis- 
Count Halifax, indicated, however, 
that Britain would not go beyond 
commitments made at London dur¬ 
ing the French ministers’ visit of 
April 28 and 29. 

This was interpreted by diplo¬ 
mats as a refusal to give an out¬ 
right guarantee of military help 
to France in the event the latter 
should become embroiled with 
Germany over the Czechoslovak 
problem.

The United States circuit court 
of appeals yesterday held that the 
mine corporation did not deal in 
interstate commerce and there¬ 
fore the NLRB had no jurisdiction 
in the dispute arising out of a 
strike early in 1937.

Group Rules 65% 

Of Industry, Claim 
Federal Agents 

WASHINGTON. (Al—Attorney 
General Cummins charged eight 
major film companies today with 
virtually monopolizing the motion 
picture industry. 

He filed civil suit in federal dis¬ 
trict court in New York asking 
that the firms be required to 
divest themselves either of their 
ownership of theaters or of pro- 
1 duction and distribution facilities. 

The case, among the most com- 
I prehensive brought in recent years 
I under the anti-trust laws, was 
presented after a long investiga¬ 
tion by the justice department. It 
was disclosed just as a committee 
of congressmen and federal ad¬ 
ministrative officials is starting 
a broad monopoly inquiry. 
DEFENDANTS LISTED 
The government’s bill of com¬ 
plaint charged the eight compa¬ 
nies, 25 subsidiary of affiliated 
corporations and 132 individuals 
with controling about 65 per cent 
of the nation’s moving pictures 
"from selection of the story to 
final showing at the theatre.” 

A statement issued at the Jus¬ 
tice department named as prin¬ 
cipal defendants: 

Paramount Pictures, Inc.; 
Loew’s, Inc.; The Irving Trust 
company, N. Y., as trustee in 
bankruptcy for Radio-Keith Or- 
pheum corporation; Warner 
Brothers Pictures, Inc.; Twentieth 
Century-Fox Film corporation; 
Columbia Pictures corporation; 
Universals corporation and United 
Artists corporation. 

DOMINATION CLAIMED 
“Restoration of free enterprise 
and open competition sunongst ail 
branches of the motion picture in¬ 
dustry is the primary objective of 
this proceeding,” said the state¬ 
ment. 

“The suit may settle questions 
that are vital in the application 
of the anti-trust laws to other In- 
1 dustries in which manufacturers 
or producers, knit together 

• through a common trade associa- 
' tlon, seek directly or indirectly to 

dominate and control markets.” 

The nation’s finer theaters are 
now “dominated,” Cummings 
charged, by Paramount, Loew’s, 
Radio-Keith-Orpheum, Warner 
Bros, and Twentieth Century-Fox 
film. 

COMPETITION AVOIDED 

Because such control enables 
them to exclude other producers, 
he said, that control “constitutes 
monopolistic power forbidden by 
the Sherman act. 

’’This monopolistic power has a 
tendency to drive Independent 
theaters out of the business or to 
compel them to sell to the pro¬ 
ducer-owned theater chains on the 
latters’ terms.” 

In general, Cummings charged 
the producers with: 

Avoiding competition with each 
other by ’’virtual division of terri¬ 
tory.” 

Pooling stars and feature 
players. 

■ Exchanging directors, technl- 

* cians and equipment. 

Giving preference to company- 
; affiliated theaters in arranging re¬ 
lease dates. 

CONGRESS MAY ACT 
Requiring independent theaters 
to accept all pictures furnished 
them, a practice known as "block 
booking’’; to sign inflexible con- 
racts and to accept unfavorable 
Jhwing dates. 

Ii a trial develops evidence that 
Che anti-trust laws are insufficient 
to restore competition, Cummings 
said, the situation will be brought 
to the attention of congress. 


38 Lawyers Battle for 22 
Months in L. A. Court Over 
Oil Worth Billion Dollars 


LT® State Senator Ends Life in 


LOS ANGELES. (Ab — A fan¬ 
tastic legal battle, with a billion 
dollars in oil as the prize, droned 
on today in a makeshift court¬ 
room where 38 lawyers have 
crossed verbal swords for the past 
22 months. 

The dispute hinges on the ex¬ 
tent and potential value of the 
vast oil and gas pools underlying 
the north dome of Kettleman Hills 
in California’s San Joaquin valley. 

The Shell Oil company and sev¬ 
eral other major petroleum con¬ 
cerns are suing the Kettlerrian 
North Dome association—of which 
they are members!—for a greater 
share of the production in the 
area. 

The shares are based upon the 
amount of land each company 
holds. 


Set up in a downtown office of 
one of the litigants, the courtroom 
of Superior Judge Minor Moore 
looks like more a geological lab¬ 
oratory than a hall of justice. 

It is filled with maps, reports, 
charts, graphs, miniature oil wells 
and a relief map model costing 
$75,000. 

Eminent geologists from three 
continents have testified before 
the jurist, their theories contra¬ 
dicting one another.

Indictment on Liquor Charge 


NEW YORK. (Ab—state Sena¬ 
tor Julius S. Berg, Bronx Demo¬ 
crat, shot and killed himself to¬ 
day a short time before Dist. Atty. 
Thomas E. Dewey’s office an¬ 
nounced he had been indicted on 
charges of receiving money for 
his aid In procuring liquor licenses 
and arranging for concessions at 
the World’s fair. 

The Indictment, secretly re¬ 
turned against Berg, contained 17 
counts. None related to the in¬ 
vestigation Dewey is conducting 
into charges that certain legisla¬ 
tors were recipients of sums of 
money paid by Icrge taxicab com¬ 
panies to influence legislation. 
Assemblyman Edward S. Moran, 
jr., already has been indicted in 
that investigation. 

Mrs. Berg issued the following 
statement: 


“The senator’s suicide was 
caused by a nervous breakdown, 
due to personal business here at 
the office. It had nothing to do 
with the state. He just came out 
of Royal hospital two days ago, 
where he had been suffering from 
a heart condition and a nervous 
breakdown.” 

At the same time Grover 
Whalen, president of the World’s 
fair, said Berg had not obtained 
any concessions at the fair and 
had not figured in any conces¬ 
sions which have been granted. 

Berg killed himself. Detective 
C«pt. Cx>nrad Rothengaat said, by 
sending a .32 caliber bullet into 
his right temple In his office on 
Broadway after a 12-hour argpi- 
ment with his wife, who had urged 
him "to tell everything.”

Cactus Experts 

Remember when you saw news¬ 
reels of the Italian tanks sweep¬ 
ing through Ethiopia? If so, 
chances are 1000 to one you didn't 
see the part of the picture that 
made J. Sherman Denny of Hunt¬ 
ington Beach hoppin’ mad. 

* « * 

What he saw, among other 
things, was a row of valuable 
euphorbias being ground to dust 
under II Duce’s tanks. And Denny, 
office manager at the famed “HB” 
company in Huntington Beach, is 
a euphorbia specialist. 

« • * 

What are euphorbias? They’re 
actually succulents, popularly 
termed “African cactus.” Cacti 
may be thorny gadgets that grrow 
on the desert and succulents just 
other plants to you and me. But 
to Sherman Denny, they are sev¬ 
eral thousand separate and dis¬ 
tinct plants, each Identified by a 
Latin-sounding name that really 
Isn’t so unpronouncable after all, 
when you get so you understand it. 
* * * 

Denny has 675 different cactus 
and succulent plants at his private 
greenhouse and n u r s e r y—and, 
what’s more, he can tell nearly all 
of them by their scientific names 
and tell you what’s distinctive 
about them. 

• • * 

Cacti and succulents are about 
the same idea—cactus. In fact, is 
a branch of the succulent family, 
differing from other plants In the 
family on five technical points that 
the uninitiated wouldn’t even no¬ 
tice. They all live w-ith compara¬ 
tively little water, mostly in fairly 
hot climates. 

• • • 

Denny concedes a cactus-succu¬ 
lent collection sounds rather tame, 
but to him it’s fascinating in the 
same way any hobby is fascinat¬ 
ing—it gives him a mental work¬ 
out, a feeling of accomplishment 
when he gets a particularly rare 
one, and it’s something to special¬ 
ize in, maybe to find out some¬ 
thing about that’s never been 
known before. 

• * • 

Like many hobby enthusiasts, 
Denny goes in for numerous pas¬ 
times, collects stamps (he’s presi¬ 
dent of the Long Beach Philatelic 
club), works on chamber of com¬ 
merce committees, serves on the 
city library board. It wasn’t un¬ 
til 1933 that he took up cactus and 
succulent collecting, but for the 
past two years he’s been secretary 
of the National Cactus society, in¬ 
cluding nearly 700 members (How¬ 
ard Gates of Anaheim was presi¬ 
dent of the national society last 
year). 

• « • 

"When I was elected to office 
in the society,” Denny chuckles, "I 
had to get in and learn something 
about succulents.” He started his 
unique hobby when he attended a 
flower show, saw some peculiar¬ 
looking plants he liked. At the 
time he had no idea of coilecting 
them, but the first few "gave him 
the bug,” and by 1935 he had more 
than 650 different plants. Since 
then he’s done mighty little col¬ 
lecting, because caring for the 
ones he has takes most of his 
spare time—and nearly all of his 
spare apace. 

• • • . 

Chief difference between cactus 
(which grow natively only In 
North and South America) and 
other succulents is that all cacti 
have “gloclds” (openings for 
spines) and “areoles” (fuzzy bases 
for spines). That Includes even 
the famed Burbank spineless cac¬ 
tus. 

• • • 

Most of the succulents are 
prickly—but the prickles are Just 
thorns, not spines, on everything 
except cactus. 

• • • 

Denny has be^ specializing in 
euphorbias, most of which come 
from Africa. Distinctive feature 
of this part of the family is that 
they all "bleed milk” (a few other 
succulents do, too). Most common 
euphorbia Is an ordinary poinset- 
tia, but Denny has only one or two 
of them because the 1937 freeze 
got the rest (ironically, he saved 
his more prized tropical euphorbias 
while losing the poinsettias). 

• • • 

Most valued plant In the Denny 
nursery: A freak “euphorbia anti¬ 
quorum,” which has symmetrical 
pairs of hom-like gadgets on its 
stems. Plant bearing the oddest 
flower, one of the longest names, 
s “Ceropegia Stapeliformis.” 

« » « 

But don’t let the fancy names 
frighten you, Denny warns. The 
(.atin’s hard to get' used to, but 
ynce you find what it means and 
discover it actually is more de- 
icriptive than English, it becomes 
the only name that really describes 
the plant. “You have to forget 
common names when you’re deal¬ 
ing with several hundred different 
plants, many of which look almost 
Identical,” Denny explains. 

• * • 

One succulent variety, for in¬ 
stance, is called "eplphyllum,” 
which means “flowers on the 
leaf.” Its flowers—brlllleuit ce- 
rise-gold blooms 10 inches across 
—are most beautiful of any. 

• • • 

Technically, cacti and succulents 
ill belong to the zerophytlc plant 
jroup, Indicating they live in dry 
Maces, have few pores (five or six 
pores to every 100 for other tyx>es 
9f plants). 'When they get mois¬ 
ture, the^re adapted to store it 
away in &eir thick leaves, keep it 
for use during a dry spell. 

• • • 

Nearly all succulents grow best, 
Denny finds, by rooting them in 
sand where roots ha’ve plenty of 
room to expand, then replanting 
them in soil so their’ll grow faster. 


Beach Purchase For State Park Urged At Balboa Meet 


COAST ASS'N 
DISCUSSES 4 
MAJOR PLANS 

BALBOA.—Fifty Orange County 
Coast association members nodded 
enthusiastically here last night as 
they listened to “progress reports” 
on four major proposals for de¬ 
velopments in the beach districts. 

Newest of the proposals—an at¬ 
tempt to interest the state in pur¬ 
chase of 10,900 feet of ocean front¬ 
age between Newport and Hunt¬ 
ington Beaches to be set aside as 
a public park—was sprung as a 
complete surprise at the associa¬ 
tion’s dinner in Wilson cafe. The 
other three, "on the fire” for sev¬ 
eral weeks. Include: 

1. Regarding the projected 
union junior college district for 
southern Orange county, the Coast 
association voted to approve the 
Santa Ana district’s application 
for PWA funds, and members 
now will await word from Wash¬ 
ington before taking action to 
form a union district; definite 
word is expected by Aug. 31. 

2. Development of San Juan Hot 
Springs as a federal health and 
recreational center was held high¬ 
ly favored in a report by Dr. 
Thomas Spencer Miller, Laguna 
Beach, who has spent considerable 
time interviewing federal forestry 
officials, who recommended boost¬ 
ing the area involved from 237 
to 1012 acres; Congressman Harry 
Sheppard, Dr. Miller said, has in¬ 
troduced a bill for the purchase 
of the land, and Senator William 
G. McAdoo has offered his support 
in the upper house. 

3. Asking consideration of Seal 
Beach as a site for a naval supply 
base. Burr Brown, Seal Beach at¬ 
torney, will head a delegation 
from that area appearing at an 
army hearing on the proposed ex¬ 
tension of the Long Beach break¬ 
water July 28. 

Promotion of the beach area 
between Huntington and Newport 
Beaches as a site for a state park 
was discussed in a lengthy report 
by W. J. Bristol, chairman of the 
Coast association’s beach commit¬ 
tee. 

Purchase of the land, according 
to present plans, would be done 
with funds impounded in the Cal¬ 
ifornia oil pool, much revenue for 
which comes from the Huntington 
Beach field. The 10,900-foot area 
could be purchased at an average 
price of 555, Bristol said, after 
conferring with one of the prop¬ 
erty owners who has acquired op¬ 
tions on the remainder of the 
beach frontage. 

Aided in developing the plan by 
William Gallienne, Huntington 
Beach chamber of commerce sec¬ 
retary, and Harry Welch, secre¬ 
tary of the Newport Harbor 
chamber, Bristol has named a 
.save-the-beach-for-the-public com¬ 
mittee consisting of E. L. Craw¬ 
ford of Laguna Beach, J. B. Tucker 
and E. B. Sharpley of Santa Ana, 
C. F. Dennison of Newport, Frank 
Bundy and Bristol of Huntington 
Beach. 

Approval of the state park idea 
was voiced by Assemblyman Clyde 
Watson, and Bristol’s committee 
was authorized to make a more 
thorough study of the proposal be¬ 
fore negotiating to the state divi¬ 
sion of parks. 

“Orange county appears to have 
a wealth of unbroken stretches of 
bathing beach, at first glance,” 
Bristol commenteu, “but tldeland 
backgrounds and intensive private 
development, together with the 
necessity of having the beach as 
near as possible to Orange county 
centers of population, narrowed 
the choice to that portion of 
beach southeast of Huntington 
Beach bounded by state highway 
No. 39 and the Santa Ana river.

Cactus is gro.wn differently, 
though, usually in a mixture of 
one-third sand, one-third soil, one- 
third leaf mold, plus some fertil¬ 
izer, a smattering of charcoal.

Numerous imported cactus 
plants from Central or South 
America do better when grafted 
to hardier United States cactus 
roots. Grafting is an art in itself 
—dangerous, too, Denny finds, 
particularly when he grafts little- 
spined ones. He frequently gets 
microscopic spines stuck in his 
fingers, must use a magnifying 
glass to get them out. 

• • • 

Denny has started one fad in 
cactus raising—he grows them in 
fancy glazed pote. Many of his 
fellow enthusiasts thought it 
wouldn’t work, since glazed pots 
keep excess water from evaporat¬ 
ing, but Denny’s found it works 
admirably, and that the glazed 
pots are much better looking. 

• • • 

What good are cacti and suc¬ 
culents commercially, you business 
men will ask? Denny grins, has 
an answer all ready. He found a 
very common species of cactus 
that is ideal fbr growing bug larva 
with which to feed baby pheas¬ 
ants'

The oranges in the sacks were 
not wrapped, but each carries a 
stamp, the “Pure Gold” trade 
name of the packing house. The 
bags average five and four-tenths 
pounds, allowing for a slight 
shrinkage in shipmet to provide 
five pounds net in the market. 

Shippers expect the fruit will 
net about 20 cents a box more 
than regularly boxed and packed 
fruit. In the first experiment, 
approximately four hours were 
required to sack the fruit and load 
it into the car.

If you want to do a lot of amok- 
ing on a bus trip reserve a seat 
in the last four rows. 

Most bus companies, says Loula 
K. Rosin, general passenger agent 
of one of the largest, set aside 
those scats for smokers. 

Other rules for the bus traveler 
are: 

Don’t talk to the driver. He haa 
enough to do to keep hla eyes on 
the road. 

ALL-AROUND STEWARD 

If you have complaints or ques¬ 
tions take them to the steward, 
if there is one. (Long-trip buses 
nearly all carry a steward.) He’s 
hired to act as everything from 
porter to guide. Incidentally, stew¬ 
ards are changed about once every 
18 hours. They announce their 
departure, so you can tip them 
a quarter or so as they leave— 
if you wish. 

You don’t have to mingle with 
your fellow passengers, but you’ll 
probably find It’s the natural 
thing to do. (Warning: Young 
girls should be cautious about 
talking to strange men. That’s 
just good old common sense.) 

Try not to make requests of 
special stops. Buses stop every 
two or two and a half hours. 
About half an hour is allowed for 
meal stops, ten minutes for In- 
between stops. 

BIG ONE, UTTLE ONE 

Added pointers: 

Dress sensibly. Wear comfort¬ 
able shoes, clothes that are dark 
and don’t muss too easily. 

If you want a pillow, rent It 
at one of the larger bus terminals. 
You won’t be able to get It at 
a smaller station. 

Each passenger is allowed about 
150 pounds of baggage. There’s 
room inside the bus for about one 
small bag to a passenger. Con¬ 
sequently, if you’re making an 
overnight trip, try to keep your 
night clothes, tooth brushes, razors 
and so on in one small bag. Put 
everything else into a larger one 
—which vdll be stored in a water¬ 
proof, airtight baggage compart¬ 
ment. 

What are the most comfortable 
seats ? 

“I always ride over the rear 
left wheel in what was once re¬ 
ferred to as the ‘left wheel seat,’ ” 
Mr. Rosin says. “There is an 
emergency door near this seat in 
the newer coaches. That means 
extra space—more leg room.” 

Seats in the first two rows are 
most popular virith the passengers 
and window seats generally are 
preferred to aisle seats.

Want Better Pay 
And Shorter Hours 


Former Associates

William Bonelli Formally

of letters from household workers 
over the country who want short¬ 
er hours and better pay are pour¬ 
ing into the women’s bureau of 
the labor department.

"We are cooks and maids. We 
don’t have a union. We work 12 
hours a day. Most of us have to 
work on Sunday. Please arrange 
for us to have shorter hours and 
Sunday off so we can go to 
church.”

Savings of thousands of dollars I 
to Orange county rural-area resi¬ 
dents through fire insurance rate ] 
cuts were revealed today.

LOS ANGELES. Sales of I 

packed oranges in the United 
States and Canada by the Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Growers exchange in 
June were 12 per cent greater 
than the five-year average, the 
exchange reported today. 

Exports were heavier than in 
any preceding June, total ex¬ 
change tales, domestic, exports, 
and for relief. These establi.^hed 
a new high mark for June .sales 
in fresh fruit channels. 

Heavy total orange supplies, un¬ 
favorable Eastern weather, low 
buying power and competition 
from deciduous fruits, melons atid 
other summer products caused the 
f.o.b. average to drop in June to 
14 cents a box lower over May on 
Packed sales. 'This was the low¬ 
est June average for many year.s. 

Total carlot .shipments of or¬ 
anges from California and Flor¬ 
ida, combined, aggregated 0700 
cars—32 per cent in exces.s of the 
five-year average, and the great¬ 
est quantity ever shipped in June. 
In California carlot shipments in 
June aggregated 7432 cars and, 
in addition, some 700 cars were 
sold loo.se for local con.sumption, 
the exchange said. 

Export shipments approached 
the equivalent of 2000 cars, while 
the federal government purchased 
about 300 cars for relief purposes. 
By - products, processing plants 
and donations to chanty absorbed 
in exce.ss of 1.500 cars, bringing 
the total movement of California 
Valencias to about 9.500 carloads 
for the month, probably a new 
record. 

Consumption of lemons during' 
the first half of June was quite 
slow due to cool, rainy weather 
which prevailed In most sections 
of the country. With weather 
conditions more favorable the lat- j 
ter half of the month, con.rump- 
tion and the demand .showed 
marked improvement, reflected in 
a substantial increa.se in volume 
of sales. The increased sales, 
however, rapidly reduced supplies 
in transit, thus making it pos¬ 
sible to sharply increase ship¬ 
ments. 

June shipments were heavier 
than for the same month in all of 
the past five years, amounting to 
2624 r.ars, compared with a five- 
year average of 2272 cars. 

Due to a lighter Florida move¬ 
ment, exchange sales of grape¬ 
fruit in June were considerably 
greater than in any preceding 
month in any season. Despite the 
lessened total .supply, auction 
prices on Florida grapefruit turned 
sharply downward from an already 
low level, averaging the latter 
part of June, only $1.42, delivered 
—the lowest figure in many years.

Tomorrow the registration books 
of the county clerk’s office will be 
closed when the day is over. 

That will be the last opportunity 
you will have of registering as a 
voter. If you are not now regis¬ 
tered, by all means hunt up your 
registrar or else go to the county 
clerk’s office and register, so tljat 
you may have the privilege of vot¬ 
ing In the primary election which 
will be held on August 30, 1938. 
It’s your duty as a citizen to ex¬ 
press your convictions as a voter 
at the polls on that day. You may 
not agree with the writer as to pol¬ 
itics or as to a choice of a political 
party but nevertheless he urges 
you to get registered so you can 
vote. 

Ours is a Democratic form of 
government and one which may 
not allow of as much Democracy 
as once was true but the privilege 
of representation is still accorded 
every citizen of this state, which 
is as things should be. If the 
privilege of representation in 
government in this country is ever 
denied citizens it will be largely 
because the people themselves did 
not improve their opportunities of 
representation when the privilege 
was theirs. As long as the people 
have recourse to the use of ballot 
in elections they can determine 
whom their representatives are to 
be and hold them responsible for 
the kind of laws which they enact. 
It’s an immutable law of life, that 
which is not used, eventually be¬ 
comes incapable of being u.sed. 
Don’t let that occur in connection 
with your right to vote. Go to the 
proper place today or tomorrow 
and register if you have not al¬ 
ready done so.

OitB day in November, 1877, the 
board of trusteea of year-old Johns 
Hopkins university was confronted 
wl^ the problem of deciding 
whether or not women should be 
admitted as students. 

The immediate problem was 
Miss M. Carey Thomas of Balti¬ 
more, a daughter of one of the 
trustees. Well qualified, she had 
just graduated from Cornell uni¬ 
versity with an A. B. degree—at 


the age of 20. Miss Thomas was 
admitted—but with a most unusual 
stipulation; she would not be per¬ 
mitted to attend classes! 

She had sought admission to 
continue her studies in Greek un¬ 
der the late Professor Basil L. 
Gildersleeve, but strange as it 
seems, the faculty did not allow 
her to enter his classroom albng 
with male students. Instead, Pro¬ 
fessor Gildersleeve coached her 
"after school” for a year, after 


which she withdrew from the uni¬ 
versity. 

In later years. Miss Thomas de¬ 
monstrated her friendship for 
Johns Hopkins In the face of her 
unpleasant memories there by se¬ 


curing the aid of Miss Mary E. 
Garrett, wealthy Baltimore bene¬ 
factress, in founding a medical 
school at that university—on con¬ 
dition that women be admitted.

Good Neighbors 


In times gone, by. when any nation has been smitten 
by plague or catastrophe, the other nations of the world 
have gone unanimously to its aid. Even in such a com¬ 
paratively small disaster as Japan’s recent earthquake and 
typhoon, the gesture, at least, of friendliness and assist¬ 
ance would have been made. 

But times have changed. In the “Garden of Good 
Neighbors,” attached to the peace pavilion at the Empire 
exhibition at Glasgow, the flags of Germany, Italy and 
Japan have, been removed. The removal was made on the 
theory that Italy has been a poor neighbor to .Abyssinia, 
Japan to China, and both Germany and Italy to Spain. 
The dictator-controlled newspapers in those countries are 
calling the removal an outrage, but at last reports the 
flags had not been replaced. 

The tragic occurrence in Japan is only serious enough 
to remind the world that the combination earthquake and 
typhoon have wrought just about the damage, death and 
misery that one—of the many hundreds—of Japan’s well- 
placed aerial bombs have wrought in the helpless cities 
of China. 

Sympathy does not spring spontaneously to the 
human heart when backed by such considerations. 

Can’t It Happen Here? 

Any planned economy, argues Gustav Cassels, Swed¬ 
ish writer, requires a political dictatorship. 

It is true that nation-wide planning, to be effective, 
demands compliance, almost immediate and unquestioning 
compliance, down to the smallest detail of operation. 

The United States Is witnessing the taking over of 
one of its basic activities, agriculture, by government 
under a system of planning and almost compulsory com¬ 
pliance. 

Lesser controls have already been attached to the two 
other fundamental activities, labor and industrial enter¬ 
prise. Political domination is not complete in these fields 
u yet. 

Dictatorship, however, grows entirely with what it 
feeds on, and the controls on agriculture, labor and indus¬ 
try will be extended and made more rigid as time goes on. 

Given absolute control in these fields, who can say 
that some future American dictator would not be 
ambitious to extend his control to the educational system, 
the reli.gious affairs and even the very thinking processes 
of his “subjects” or “followers” ?

WASHINGTON.— Within the 
last year or two Thomas Mann, 
who is regarded as one ol the great 
literary minds of our times, has 
been welcomed by the best people 
in the United States with triumph¬ 
al acclaim as the intellectual leader 

the attack on fascism and Hit¬ 
lerism. An intense believer in de¬ 
mocracy, an eloquent and devas¬ 
tating enemy of all that Hitler and 
nazism stand for, Dr. Mann has 
provided much of the brain food 
and inspiration for tne campaign 
against the fever which has taken 
hold of his . therland. His works 
have been burned in Germany, and 
he has dedicated his life and genius 
to the battle against fascism. In 
that role he has spoken in the prin¬ 
cipal cities throughout the United 
States. Hi. writings have been 
widely read and quoted to supply 
us with ammunition against the ep¬ 
idemic of dictatorship which has 
been spreading over Europe since 
the World war, precipitating the 
most serious threat which democ¬ 
racy ever has faced. 

Strange Silence 

But in all of this there has been 
a strange silence or sliding over of 
what Dr. Mann has to say about the 
fight which is being made on be¬ 
half of democracy here in Amer¬ 
ica. 

In brief. Dr. Mann argues that 
the way to check fascism is to 
make democracy work. For that 
matter, it is also the way to check 
bolshevism, he adds. If the next 1 
several paragraphs bore you you | 
can drop down to the end of this 
dispatch and get the point. 

To make democracy work. Dr. 
Mann say."^, our idea of freedom, 
the old idea idea of freedom, must 
be somewhat revised. He says there 
must be a reform of freedom. The 
old laissez-faire freedom, the idea 
or government keeping hands off 
and letting nature take its course, 
cannot survive in these times, in 
Dr. Mann’s opinion. 

“The reform I have in mind must 
be a social reform,” he says. “Only 
in this way can democracy take 
the wind out of the sails of fascism 
and also of bolshevism and over¬ 
come the merely temporary and 
deceptive advantages which the 
charm of novelty gives the dictat¬ 
orships.” 

The times of “passive liberalism” 
are, he thinks, “gone forever.” 

The idea of freedom must be re¬ 
freshed from the economic point of 
view. 

“If democracy wishes to make 
its undoubted moral superiority 
over fascism effective and chal¬ 
lenge its pseudo-socialism, it must 
adopt in the economic as well as 
the spiritual domain as much of 
the socialistic morality as the times 
make imperative and indispens¬ 
able,” Dr. Mann says. “Here, like¬ 
wise, freedom must be restored 
through social discipline.” 

Democracy must not be permit¬ 
ted to succumb for lack of adapt¬ 
ability. 

Something New 

All of the foregoing is quoted 
from the printed version of Dr. 
Mann’s lecture: “The Coming Vic¬ 
tory of Democracy,” which was 
delivered throughout this country 
last winter and is now published 
in book form in a- translation by 
Agnes E. Meyer, wife of the pubr 
lisher of The Washington Post. 

Now Mrs. Meyer’s translation 
goes on in a passage which you 
probably have not seen in the 
many references to Dr. Mann’s lec¬ 
ture. He says: 

“I call Franklin D. Roosevelt a 
conservative statesman just be¬ 
cause of the social bend which he 
gives to democracy. He is a true 
friend and genuine servant of lib¬ 
erty even when he limits and reg¬ 
ulates it socialistically, for it is by 
such means that he takes the wind 
out of the sails of fascism and bol¬ 
shevism ah-.-' , . . the social renew¬ 
al of democracy is the presupposi¬ 
tion and the guarantee of its vic¬ 
tory.” 

.There is a bit of judgment, from 
one of the best minds of the times, 
by which you can measure some of 
the political skirmishing now go¬ 
ing on as Roosevelt barnstorms 
across the country.
